The  "S"  is 
reversed  as  it  was  impressed  directly  on  the 
trial  piece  with  the  mintmark  punch — the 
same  punch  used  to  place  the  S”  on  the 
coining  die.

QUESTIONS  FROM  READERS 

Under  Lot  *81  in  your  auction  last  issue 
you  mention  that  the  Lafayette  dollars  were 
coined  in  1899.  If  this  is  so,  why  weren’t 
they  dated  1899  instead  of  1900? 

The  Lafayette  commemorative  dollars 
were  struck  in  1899  to  coincide  with  the 
>ne-hundredth  anniversary  of  Washington's 
death  on  December  Id,  1799.  The  entire 
authorized  issue  of  5(),()()()  pieces  was  struck 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  a  single  day 
from  one  press.  The  first  specimen  coined 
was  placed  in  a  presentation  case  and  given 
by  the  mint  director  to  President  William 
McKinley  who,  in  turn,  sent  it  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  French  Republic.  An  earlier 
private  offer  of  $5,000  for  the  first  Lafayette 
dollar  struck  had  been  made  to  Mint  officials 
but  wras  refused. 

The  date  1900  appearing  on  the  coins 
represents  the  date  of  the  unveiling  of  the 
Lafayette  Memorial  in  Paris. 

The  Lafayette  dollars  were  offered  to  the 
public  at  a  price  of  two  dollars  each.  14,000 
remained  unsold  at  the  offering  price.  These 
were  later  melted,  leaving  a  net  coinage  of 
36,000  pieces. 

Is  the  1868  large  cent  listed  in  the  Adams- 
Woodin  reference  a  true  pattern?  How 
much  is  it  worth? 


As  to  the  value  of  the  1868  large  cent, 
we  have  no  basis  on  which  to  make  an 
estimate.  To  our  knowledge  none  have 
appeared  in  auctions  or  have  been  publicly 
offered  for  sale  within  recent  years.  We 
would  estimate  that  fewer  than  five  or  six 
specimens  are  known.  The  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  collection  has  one  of  these. 

Does  the  1869/8  Indian  cent  exist  in 
Proof  condition? 

We  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  an 
1 869/8  Proof  cent.  Apparently  only  one- 
obverse  die  wras  used  for  the  striking  of 
Proofs,  and  this  was  not  the  overdate. 
Interestingly  enough,  there  are  some  over¬ 
date  coins  in  Proof  condition  The  most 
familiar  of  these  is,  of  course,  the  1887/6 
nickel  three  cent  piece.  The  1849/8  half 
dime  and  the  1823/2  large  cent  also  are 
found  in  this  condition.  The  1823/2  large 
cent  m  Proof  condition  has  been  reported  to 
us.  We  have  never  seen  one.

The  1868  large  cent  to  which  you  refer 
( Adams-Woodin  703)  does  not  logically  fall 
into  the  pattern  series.  The  only  difference 
between  an  1857  large  cent,  for  instance, 
and  the  1868  large  cent  is  the  date.  As  large 
cents  were  officially  discontinued  eleven 
years  earlier  in  1857  and  as  no  further 
coinage  of  large  cents  was  being  considered, 
we  wrould  not  call  the  1868  large  cent  a 
pattern.  It  would  more  properly  belong  in 
the  class  of  coins  such  as  the  1913  Liberty 
nickel,  1804  dollar  and  the  1884  and  1885 
trade  dollars — coins  which  were  struck  at 
the  Mint  without  authorization  in  later  years 
to  provide  rarities  for  collectors.

The  Transitional  Coins  of  America 


NICKEL  FIVE-CENT  PIECES 


Shield  type 


(9)  Seldom  seen,  but  in  great  demand  whenever  offered,  is  the  1865  shield  nickel  with 
rays-the  exact  type  of  1866.  The  reverse  die,  showing  a  plain  center  dot,  is  the  same  die  used 
for  regular  1866  Proofs.  This  coin  is  extremely  rare.  There  are  fewer  than  ten  specimens  known 
all  Proofs. 


(10)  Slightly  rarer  than  #9  is  the  1865  nickel  without  rays,  the  exact  type  of  the  1867 
without  rays  nickel.  These  pieces  are  rarely  encountered.  All  are  Proofs. 


(11)  The  successor  to  the  above  coin  (#10)  is  the  1866  nickel  without  rays,  exactly  like 
the  type  of  1867,  the  regular  issue  a  year  later.  About  five  specimens  are  known,  all  Proofs. 


Liberty  head  type 

(12)  The  1882  Liberty  nickel,  the  exact  type  of  1883  without  CENTS,  has  lately  cre¬ 
ated  considerable  interest.  Perhaps  it  all  started  at  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  con¬ 
vention  a  year  or  two  ago  when  a  single  specimen  of  this  coin,  in  solitary  splendor  in  a 
display  case,  won  a  convention  prize.  At  any  rate,  many  collectors  have  seen  fit  to  start  their 
Liberty  nickel  sets  with  the  1882.  About  sixty  are  known,  all  Proofs. 

HALF  DIMES 
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(13)  The  1839  half  dime,  obverse  of  1859  and  reverse  of  1860,  was  one  of  the  first 
transitional  coins  to  be  popularized.  It  is  known  only  in  Proof  condition.  About  twenty- 
five  specimens  have  been  accounted  for. 

(14)  The  I860  half  dime  of  the  same  type  as  #13;  obverse  type  of  1859,  reverse  of  1860,is 
known  only  in  Uncirculated  condition.  Snowden's  Mint  Manual  lists  them  and  says  that 
one  hundred  specimens  were  struck.  If  this  figure  is  correct,  then  nearly  the  entire  mintage 
still  exists.  A  hoard  of  twenty  pieces  existed  before  1955,  but  this  evidently  has  been  dis¬ 
persed. 

DIMES 

Liberty  Seated  type 


(15)  One  of  the  costliest  of  all  transitionals  today  is  the  1859  dime  with  the  regular  ob¬ 
verse  of  the  year  and  the  reverse  of  I860,  a  year  later.  All  specimens  seen  are  Proofs;  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  in  all  exist. 

Barber  type 

(16)  The  only  other  transitional  dime  is  the  1891  Barber  type,  exactly  like  the  regular 
issue  of  1892.  Only  two  specimens  are  now  known  and  these  are  in  the  Mint  collection  in 
the  Smithsonian  Institution. 


QUARTERS 

(17)  The  first  of  the  transitional  quarters  is  the  well-known  Liberty  seated  issue  of  186^ 
with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  a  scroll  over  the  eagle  as  on  regular  issues  of  1866 
to  1891.  The  twelve  or  so  known  specimens  are  in  Proof  condition. 


(18)  The  1864  transitional  quarters  with  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  are  slightly  rarer  than 
the  1863's.  There  are  fewer  than  ten  examples  known,  all  Proofs.  We  have  seen  two  of  these 
struck  on  defective  (cracked)  planchets. 

( 19)  There  are  about  twelve  1865  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  transitional  quarters  known, 
all  Proofs. 


HALF  DOLLARS 

Draped  Bust  type  with  reeded  edge 

(20)  The  familiar  1836  reeded  edge  half  dollar,  the  type  of  1837,  is  the  first  transitional 
coin  of  this  denomination.  These  were  originally  issued  in  two  conditions.  Uncirculated  and 
Proof,  from  the  same  pair  of  dies  at  different  times.  Seven  Proofs  are  definitely  accounted  for 
today,  although  a  few  additional  ones  may  exist.  Three  hundred  or  so  are  known  in  a  com¬ 
bination  of  Uncirculated.  Very  Fine,  Fine,  etc.  conditions.  All  in  conditions  below  LJncircu- 
lated  are  specimens  remaining  from  a  quantity  of  Uncirculated  ones  (apparently  over  one 
thousand  of  them)  placed  in  circulation  as  regular  half  dollars,  a  procedure  used  also  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  many  Gobrecht  dollars. 

Liberty  Seated  type 

(21)  The  first  Liberty  seated  transitional  half  dollar  is  dated  1838,  one  year  before  the 
design  was  used  for  regular  half  dollar  coinage.  The  reverse  is  that  of  the  regular  1837  bust 
type  and  reads  50  CENTS.  Only  three  specimens  are  now  known,  all  Proofs,  it  is  doubtful  if 
more  than  five  pieces  were  struck. 

(22)  The  other  1838  Liberty  seated  transitional  half  dollar  has  the  regular  reverse  of  the 
year  found  on  the  bust  type  coins  and  reads  HALF  DOI..  Early  ( Adams-Woodin,  1913)  es¬ 
timates  of  this  piece  gave  four  to  five  as  the  number  known.  This  appears  to  be  an  error. 
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We  know  of  only  one  specimen,  the  one  in  the  Smithsonian.  If  others  exist  they  have  not  ap¬ 
peared  in  any  large  auction  since  1859  or  have  not  been  publicly  offered. 

(23)  Next  among  the  transitional  half  dollars  comes  the  1863  with  the  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  motto  as  adopted  in  1866.  Wc  would  estimate  that  ten  are  known,  all  Proofs. 

(24)  The  1864  is  the  rarest  of  the  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  transitionals  in  silver  (Wc  are 
not  concerned  with  base  metal  striking*  of  transitionals).  Proskey,  in  an  1892  catalogue  of 
pattern  and  experimental  pieces,  said  of  lot  49,  an  1864  set  comprising  the  silver  dollar,  half 
dollar,  and  quarter  with  motto,  that  not  over  five  such  sets  were  known.  This  is  not  far  from 
the  truth.  There  are  five  or  six  1864  halves  known  today,  all  Proofs.  For  some  unknown  rea¬ 
son  the  1864  is  nearly  twice  as  rare  as  the  other  half  dollars  which  precede  (#23)  and  follow 
(#25)  it. 

(25)  There  art  about  twelve  1865  transitional  halves  with  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
known.  All  are  Proofs.  This  coin  was  listed  in  the  1949  Guidebook  at  $150.00  but,  for  some 
reason,  it  is  not  listed  now. 


Barber  type 


(26)  The  only  other  true  transitional  half  dollar  we  know  is  the  Barber  coin  dated 
1891,  the  exact  type  of  1892.  The  two  known  specimens  are  in  the  Smithsonian  collection. 
(We  did  not  list  the  1891  Barber  quarter  as  the  reverse  design  is  different  from  the  adopted 
1892  coin). 

SILVER  DOLLARS 

(27)  As  with  the  quarters  and  halves  of  1863  we  have  an  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  transi¬ 
tional  dollar.  There  are  about  twelve  of  these  1863  dollars  known.  All  are  in  Proof  condition. 

(28)  The  1864  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  transitional  dollar  is  quite  rare.  Apparently  the  c 
are  only  five  or  six  known  specimens.  Like  the  1863  and  1865  it  comes  only  in  Proof  condi¬ 
tion. 


(29)  The  last  year  of  the  1863-1864-1865  transitional  dollars  is  the  1865  with  reverse 
motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  About  fifteen  are  known,  all  Proofs. 


HALF  EAGLES 


(30)  The  only  transitional  five-dollar  gold  piece  is  the  1865  with  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  above  the  eagle,  the  type  regularly  used  from  1866  to  1908.  This  piece  is  extremely 
rare.  Not  more  than  three,  if  that  many,  are  known  to  exist.  One  set  of  the  transitional  gold 
coins  (half  eagle,  eagle  and  double  eagle  of  1865  with  motto)  was  in  the  William  H. 
Woodin  collection.  This  set  subsequently  wrcnt  to  the  Newcomer  collection.  As  all  of  the 
transitional  gold  coins  are.  for  practical  purposes,  unobtainable,  interested  collectors  will 
have  to  be  satisfied  with  silver  or  copper  trial  pieces. 
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EAGLES 


(31)  The  only  transitional  ten-dollar  gold  piece  is  the  1865  with  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  as  adopted  in  1866.  This  piece  is  of  extreme  rarity,  and  we  doubt  if  more  than  two 
or  three  exist. 


DOUBLE  EAGLES 

(32)  The  1849  twenty-dollar  gold  piece  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  coins  in  the  entire 
range  of  United  States  coins.  Of  the  several  gold  1849's  reported  struck  only  one  is  known 
today,  the  specimen  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  When  the  writer  visited  the  Smithson¬ 
ian  three  years  ago  the  1849  was  one  of  a  group  of  twenty-dollar  pieces  of  different  dates  on 
display.  No  mention  was  made  to  distinguish  the  1849  from  the  nearby  1850,  so  the  most 
desirable  coin  on  display  (from  a  collector’s  standpoint)  is  likely  to  go  unnoticed  by  the 
average  viewer. 

When  double  eagles  of  this  design  were  regularly  issued  in  1850  the  relief  was  lowered 
to  provide  for  easier  handling  and  better  stacking.  The  same  lowering  of  relief  was  used 
nearly  sixty  years  later  with  the  MCMVII  high  relief  St.  Gaudens  twenty  dollar  pieces. 

(33)  Now  that  the  1861  Paquet  reverse  twenty-dollar  gold  piece  has  been  accepted  as 
a  regular  issue  (although  it  was  issued  in  very  limited  quantities),  the  I860  double  eagle 
with  the  Paquet  reverse  now  becomes  a  transitional  coin.  This  unique  I860  piece  in  gold  was 
not  listed  by  Adams  and  Woodin  in  their  1913  enumeration.  This  piece  is  now  in  the  Smith¬ 
sonian.  Copper  trial  pieces  of  the  Paquet  design  dated  1859  and  I860  are  available  (AW- 
281  and  320).  No  transitional  issue  (struck  in  gold,  the  regular  metal  of  coinage)  dated 
1859  is  known. 


(34)  The  1865  double  eagle  with  reverse  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  extremely  rare. 
Not  more  than  three  are  known. 

(35)  Our  description  of  transitional  coins  ends  with  the  two  little-known  and  likewise 

unobtainable  transitional  double  eagles  of  1876.  The  hist  of  these  has  the  head  of  1877 

(identifiable  as  the  coronet  point  is  about  midway  between  the  sixth  and  seventh  stars)  and 

the  regular  reverse  reading  TWENTY  D  The  date  is  high  in  the  held  and  LIBERTY  is  very 
near  the  beads  on  the  coronet.  Only  one  gold  specimen  is  known.  Hazel  tine  and  Nagy  sold 
it  to  Woodin  for  one  thousand  dollars  in  1909.  It  is  mentioned  in  Adams  1909  Official  Pre¬ 
mium  List.  This  specimen  later  passed  to  the  Newcomer  collection. 

(36)  The  other  1876  twenty-dollar  transitional  piece  has  a  similar  obverse  to  #34  ex¬ 

cept  witn  a  lower  date  and  LIBERTY  far  from  the  coronet  beads.  The  reverse  is  the  adopted 
reverse  of  1877;  TWENTY  DOT.T.ARS.  As  with  the  above  piece  (#35)  Hazcltine  and  Nagy 
sold  this  unique  item  to  Woodin  for  one  thousand  dollars.  Like  its  companion,  this  piece  also 

later  went  to  Newcomer.  Both  #35  and  #36  are  illustrated  on  page  173  of  the  1909  Numis¬

NEW  VARIETY  OF  THE  1786  DATE 
UNDER  PLOW  BEAM  NEW  JERSEY  CENT 


We  have  discovered  a  new  variety  of  the 
1786  New  Jersey  cent,  type  with  date  under 
the  plow  beam.  The  discovery  coin,  in  Good 
condition,  has  the  obverse  Maris  #7  as 
found  on  the  Maris  7*E  date  under  plow 
beam  New  Jersey  cent.  The  reverse  is  that 
which  Maris  designated  as  "C”  and  which 
is  found  combined  with  the  rare  1MMUNIS 
COLUMBIA,  GEN.  WASHINGTON  and 
E  PLURIBUS  UNUM-Eaele  obverses.  This 
new  variety  will  be  designated  as  Maris 
"7-C". 

This  brings  the  number  of  different  dates 
under  plow  beam  New  Jersey  cent  varieties 
to  three — Maris  "7-C”.  7-E  and  8-F.  Variety 
8-F  (date  slopes  upward)  is  illustrated  in 
the  Guidebook  on  page  33.  The  Standard 
Catalogue  illustrates  both  7-E  (date  slopes 
downward  and  8-F  cents  on  page  25.  Four 
;r»ecimens  of  the  "-E  are  known.  Two  are 
know'll  of  the  8-F.  The  "7-C”  is  unique. 

The  "7-C"  is  an  important  discovery.  The

INGTON  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM- Eagle 
coins  are  believed  to  have  been  struck  in 
Birmingham,  England  in  1786  I*fa<  fact 
th.it  the  reverse  of  these  coins  is  found  on 
the  new  "7-C”  lends  color  to  the  theory 
that  the  date  under  dIow  beam  cents  were 
struck  in  England  also — perhaps  as  patterns 
for  the  New  Jersey  state  coinage.
